its arrival. 


No anxiety la felt, as in case Dewey had 


captured Manila and found the cable cut, 
he might find it difficult to get a dispatch 
boat to Hong Kong at once, and the 
Spaniards might devote what little 
strength they have left to preventing 
communications.

Key West, May 6.—The big trans-Atlan" 


tic liner Lafayette from Coruna, Spain, 
was captured off Havana at sunset list 
night by the gunboat Annapolis. She was 
headed directly into Havana and was cap- 
tured after an exciting chase. After she 
was boarded by an officer from the An- 
napolis *he attempted to run the block- 
ade but was brought to by a shot. 


The Wilmington, Newport and Morrill, 


participated in the capture. She was 
brought here with a prize crew. She is 
believed to have contraband war aboard, 
and a large number of male passengers 
leads to the suspicion that she carried re- 
cruits for Havana. She is one of the 
French naval reserve, and carries guns. 
Ic is probable that France will raise 
questions regarding the capture. 


The officers of the Lafayette say her 


capture will become an international epi- 
sode. The captain admics he left Cornea 
after the declaration of war. Many male 
passengers feign ignorance of the cargo.

Madrid, M*y «.—The debate «n the 
government'! p*ll«y T&S resumed yes- 
terday, the sitting being mainly occu- 
pied T.'lth tLs coni.Snua.tloB #t Robl*d*'a 
speech. He s«v«r*ly crt!6if«4 tha gov- 
ernment for lis l«ek *f fffeaWht *n<J, 
after putting various «.ufcstt»r.s ti mem- 
bers of the cabinet as t» the govern- 
ment's plant, he ann«u»eed that he 
woul« ask the eortes t» v*te an income 
tax. He asked why, a|tff issuing from 
the bay, A««Ural Ifevtojo reftirae* to 
Civile, "thus becoming a simp!* target 
for the <memy." 
» Admiral E|ermejo, minister of marine, 
replied that Montojo a*t«4 entirely at his 
own discretion, no instructions having 
been sent him. Bernujo declined to 
answer a question as to the whereabouts 
of the Cape Verde squadron.

very valuable cargo, including ammuni- 
tion and suppHs/ 


Excitement in Washington. 


Washington, May 6.—The seizure of the 


French liner Lifayette caused a. distinct 
sensation in Diplomatic official circles 
today, as it i believed it involves the 
possibility of more serious foreign com- 
plications than have arisen thus far. 


The members of the state department 


take it as a forerunner of a number of 
similar cases. 
However, they declare 


from the facts shown now that there can 
be no question that the Lafayette was a 
blockade runner, pure and simple, and as 
such is a lawful prize. She clearly vio- 
lated the prohibitions of the proclama- 
tion. 


The seriousness arises from the fact that 


their view may not be accepted by 
France. A protest is expected momenta- 
rily either from the French consul or an 
agent of the line. Popular sentiment is 
such in the present war that the French 
government might be compelled to insist 
en a strict upholding of what is believed 
to be the rights of its merchant ships.

MEETING 
FLEETS. 


Wneu Sampson Benches Porto Rico 


rte Will Rival .Dewey's Deeds. 


Washington, May 6.—With their prows 


pointing eastward, the noble fleet under 
Admiral Sampson has gone forth to 
battle. 
Somewhere In the ocean, com- 


ing westward, unless the navy depart- 
ment officials are greatly mistaken, is 
the Spanish squadron of four cruisers 
and three torpedo boat destroyers. 


It Is a far stretch of a thousand miles 


from Key West to Porto Rico, but Samp- 
son's ships will have covered half of 
that distance today. 
By Sunday It 


•ught to b* in th« neighborhood of Porto 
Rico with the officers on the bridge, 
Classes in hand, and scanning the horl-. 
eon for the approach ot the ships of the 
enemy. 


Admiral Sampson's destination is not 


known for a certainty. There is little 
doubt, however, that it Is Porto Rico. 
Among the offioars of tha fleet this is 
tha only opinion held. 
While the big 


ships were here they cam* ashore in 
great numbers, and freely discussed the 
prospective movements of the fleet. For 
a w*ak they have been dally expecting 
the fleet to move to Perto Rico. Orders 
for the big ships to return to Key West 
to oeal was to be the signal. While here 
the news *f the victory of Dewey earn*. 
It was a spark to fire the ardor long ex- 
pressed. 
Impatience broke- out. 
Ad- 


miral Sampson sat on the flagship and 
fretted and fumed. 
He burned to emu- 


late Dewey. 


It us well known among th* fleet offi- 


cers that Sampson has chafed dreadfully 
under the restraint imposed by his su- 
periors at Washington. 
Manila brok* 


his temper and his bonds. On Monday 
and Tuesday some hot correspondence} 
passed over the cable between Admiral 
Sampson at one end and Secretary Long 
at th« other. 
Th* result Is not posi- 


tively known, but th* adn;;ral let it b» 
known among bis subordinate* that b* 
bad obtained at least dfioretlonary per- 
mission t* do semetknlg. 


In stationing Rear Admiral Bampmm's 


force between Key West and Porto Ric*, 
the war board had In view the protaetlon 
of th* cities of the Atlantic coast, and 
the prevention of any attempt on tha 
part of Spain's ships t* break the block- 
ad* of th* Cuban coast. 
The vessels 


which h* took with him from Key West 
include th* battleships Indiana and 
Iowa, armored cruiser New York, mon- 
itor Puritan, and several cruisers and 
converted torpedo beat - destroyers. 
While quite a formidable force has 
been left behind, Including thr*e moni- 
tors, the Amphltrite, Terror and Mftui- 
tonomoh, their slow speed would pre- 
vent them from coming up with the 
enemy, and tt was, therefore, necessary 
to place th« armor-dads within striking 
distance, should the enemy put In an 
appearance In their rear.

SPANISH BOASTS. 


Take Advantage of Lack of 


News From Dewey. 


London, May 0.—The Spanish authori- 


ties are trying to make aa mnoh as possi- 
ble oat of the absence of uewg from 
Dewey. They are supplying the papers 
with matter to the effect that the Ameri- 
can commander has been entrapped by 
Montejo, who left outside"» dozen gun 
boat* which now prevent the exit, so that 
Dewey cannot send a dispatch boat to 
Hong Kong. 


Nothing From Dewey. 


Washington, May 6.—3.15—No word has 


come from Dewey yet. 


Naval officers believe that Commodore 


Dewey is holdinj back his report until 
everything has been done at Manila 
-which will be possible without rein- 
forcements. Those who know him here 
belteve that he fears that the depart- 
ment mtsrht hamper him in what he is 
doing, and that in consequence he will 
not open communications with Washing- 
ton until the American flag1 is flying over 
the islands. 
3»«ae officers ara inclines 


to take a rather dark view of the fact 
that no message has yet been received, 
thinking: that the delay is caused by the 
fact that Dewey has not yet accom- 
plished the destruction of the forts and 
the surrender of the city. This view is 
not generally entertained by them, 
most officers believing: that the tardiness 
of news from him points to the fact that 
his losses have been small and that 
the ships are \n a condition for continued 
service. 
So great is the anxiety to 
learn what has been done In Manila that 
a dispatch was sent to the American 
consul at Hong Kong, through the state 
department, to use his best endeavors 
to obtain any facts as to the condition 
et affairs in the Philippines, and to wire 
the department at once any news he 
may receive 


The expedition to Cuba is fn readlnese 


for departure, and so soon aa it shall 
appear the safe and proper thing to do, 
f,h«- landing party and materials for the 
Insurgents will be sent to the island.

How to Raise Money Without Issuing 


Bonds. 


!LVo Silver Senators Side 


With Democrats. 


Tax on the Earnings of Various Corporations 


Agreed Upon. 


Washington, May 6. 


Nevada has taken a position practically 
against the bond propesition, and Sena- 
tor Wolcott has indicated that he will 
oppose it if an acceptable substitute can 
be secured. The Republican members 
are 
quite disturbed over the dis- 


covery of his position and are consider- 
ing1 how to best repair the breach oc- 
casioned by his probable defection. They 
were not so greatly surprised at Mr. 
Jones' position. 


The proposition on which Wolcott and 


Jones voted with the Democrats on the 
committee on finance was a general 
declaration to the effect that the revenue 
bill should provide more than $100,000,000 
in revenue. On this the two western 
senators aligned themselves with the 
Democrats and in opposition to the Re- 
publicans. The declaration was con- 
Ftrued by the Republican members aa io 
opposition to the bond provision. 


BQUkTOR JOB* P. JOCTMt 


Thft Democrats have agreed upon an 


amendment Imposing a tax of 1 percent 
upon the revenues of certain corpora- 
tions, including railroad, express, sleep- 
ing car, telegraph and telephone oom- 
psnies. This probably la the only ad- 
dition they will suggest to the revenue 
portion of the bill, but it Is probable that 
they will also urg» the coinage of the 
silver seigniorage in the treasury and 
the Issuance of at least $150,000,000 In 
greenbacks. Thes* latter propositions 
have not been agreed upon, but they 
have been discussed sufficiently to war- 
rant the predictien that they will be 
Incorporated In the Democratic substi- 
tute for the bond feature of the bill. 
The seigniorage amounts te about $42,- 
•000,«M>, and the Intention Is to authorise 
the issuance of certificates for It so as 
to secure Immediate money and not wait 
upon the coinage of th* sliver. These 
certificates with the greenbacks would 
give $192.000.000 ef Immediate cash, and 
the Democrats think this would be suf- 
ficient for the Immediate wants of the 
government. They believe that the tax 
they propose on corporations would In- 
crease the regular revenues to the extent

The market was 
not entered, the good*, being taken from 
a wide display shelf jnst inside the front 
wiudow after a Isrge pane of glass had 
been removed. The job w»s done before 
midnight, as the students escorting the 
victorious ball team from the depot at 
that hour discovered the window glass in 
the watering tub in front of tne market. 
The office of the market was entered 
about a month ago, but nothing was taken 
at that time George Thompson, who" 
is employed in the market, rooms on 
Tbo teas street, near by, and noticed a 
light in the office at 2.30 o'clock in the 
morning. He dreased as BOOB as possible 
and hurried to the market, but the bur- 
glars jumped from a rear window and es- 
caped before he arrived.

ELECTRIC SEARCHLIGHTS FOR FORTS 


AND WAR VESSELS. 


Hew They Are Manufactured, How They 


Are Vied In War and Why They Can* 
•ot B. Made Quickly In America— 8*nd 
Their HTHIPT Tea or Fifteen Mile*. 
The modern warship and the modern 


fort each needs an electric searchlight to 
complete its equipment. If our military 
and naval authorities realized this as soon 
as they should, they neglected to act, for 
it was act until a Spanish flotilla had no- 
tuall;* sailed for American waters that 
they discovered how short we were of 
leorohligbts, bow many we wanted right 
away and how difficult it was to get them 
in a hurry, tint with characteristic Yan- 
kee enterprise they met the situation and 
in less than ton days had made np for the 
neglect of years. 


A big searchlight somewhat; resembles a, 


steel barrel pivoted on its birnghole, with 
a oanoave mirror in one end, a thick glasa 
lene in the other and an too light bang 
somewhere in the middle. This is a orude 
description, bnt it gives yon tbe idea. 


Hero in America we can make the bar- 


rels and tbo dolicate machines? by which 
tbey oan be turned and twitted this way 
and that, up and duwn ta whirled com- 
pletely arennd. We can f ornieh the elec- 
tric motors for tbo arc lights, we eon nraka 
tbe simple looses for tha front aids, but 
when we want concave mirrors in any 
quantity we must go to Europe. Tbe gov- 
ernment agents were not long ia finding 
out that there were jast 400 of these mir- 
rors completed in tbe shops of Europe. 
They also looked up the one American 
firm that makes them and placed orders 
for as many mirrors as could at once be 
utilized. 


The mirror is the essential part of the 


light. Its manufacture is a delicate oper- 
ation, which needs care and many days to 
finish sucoo»fully. It ia not an ordinary 
reflector, which may be caet or molded on 
a polished surface. It baa to be ground 
accurately and poliahsd highly. 


It ia too much to say that H is as delicate 


a piece of work as a telescopic lens. It 
doea not bave to be turned by hand, but it 
approximates to that. It is really a con-

cave lens backed by silver and hardened 
vulcanite. Until recently the Tfork at 
grinding a mirror was a longer task than 
at present. But machines for grinding 
have been perfected, so that a mirror, if 
work were rushed upon it, conld be turned 
otft in about it week, but if the manu- 
facturer bad all the time ne would like be 
would take two or three weeks. 


The searchlight mirror is not a modern 


invention or discovery. The use of con- 
cave leawa reaches back to the days when 
Archimedes is said to have burned up a 
Roman fleet besieging Syracuse by plac- 
ing two large concave lenses on the city 
walls and focusing the son's rays on the 
hostile vessels. The searchlight mirror Is 
simply an application of the coneave lens 
to increase tbe power of the electric light. 


All cruisers, battleships and torpedo 


boat catchers are provided with one or 
rnore such lights. Tbe size and intensity 
vary, according to the service required. 
In diameter the projectors, or cylinders, 
range from 18 to SO inches and in length 
from 2 to 3 feet. The common arc light 
of the street consumes about ten amperes 
of current and is rated at 1,200 candle 
power. The largest searchlights used by 
this government require 90 amperes and 
therefore should have something like 10,- 
000 candle power. This matter of light 
measurement, however, is a complicated 
thing, and the case Is modified greatly by 
the employment of the parabolic mirror. 


In clear weather the beam thrown from 


a ship's searchlight can be seen 15 or 20 
miles away. A person into whose face it 
is projected, when five or els miles away, 
is likely to find it rather dazzling. The 
white sells of a schooner thus illuminated 
can be perceived with a glass from the ves- 
sel employing the light 10 or 16 miles off. 
Ent the chief use to which this appara- 


tus is put by warships is the detection of 
torpedo boats. Not only are these very 
small craft, with little superstructure, but 
they are pain ted to look like the sea—dark 
gray, dark green ot a kindred hue. Of 
course an object of this class could not be 
discovered at any such distance as a ship's 
canvas. No torpedo boat is expected to 
become visible, even if tbe beam of a 
searchlight is thrown squarely upon her, 
more than two er three miles away. In- 
deed It- takes wonderfully keen eyesight, 
a powerful marine glass and continued 
sweeping of tbo searchlight from side to 
Bide to detect such an assailant a single 
mile away. 


The nearer the boat comes to tbe ship 


which she seeks to attack the greater are 
the ohaBcea of discovery, but when she is 
only a mile off she needs only three min- 
utes—hardly that—to come close to the 
Teasel and launch a torpedo, and that is a 
very short time in which to train a light 
rapid fire gun on her and sink her. Wide 
differences of opinion prevail among naval 
experts regarding the value of searchlights 
in bunting torpedo boats. 
, 


Tbe operation cf the light is a siikpla 


matter. The machinery which controls it 
ta located in the base, or stand, on which 
the lamp is placed. This bate contains 
two motors, one of which controls the ver- 
tical deflection of the searchlight and the 
ether the homontnl. 


The operator may regulate the position 


of the light from any place on board tbe 
vessel. It is only necessary that the ob- 
server shall stand without the rays. The 
best position is below tbe lamp and a little, 
to one Bide of it If an observe* stands In 
any put of the rays, It is curiously true

CHICKAMAUGA NATIONAL MILITARY 


PARK AND ITS USES, 


No Other Nation Has Such a Magnificent 


Field For Maneuver* as This Historic 
Reservation, Where Three Important 
Battle* at the Civil War Wore Fought. 


Cbickamauga National Military park, 


which is new in uie as a rendezvous 
Mr the troops of the nation, is a tract of 
land lying south ef Chattanooga, partly 
iii Tennessee and partly in Georgia. It 
consists of about 15 square miles, every 
inch of which is historic ground. This 
land was pnrobaaed by the federal govern- 
ment, which bas expended more than |1,- 
000,OCO in improving and beautifying it 
•while the various states have spent in 
erecting monuments and like work half a 
million rnoro. 


It was the intention of the government 


to use this reservation as a great national 
parade ground where large bodies of the 
regular army and national guard might 
be assembled for instruction iu the art o! 
war. 
There was little thought, however, 


when the park was dedicated in 1895, that 
it might eoon be used as a rendezvous for 
troops mobilized not for the purpose of

its etern and grim realities. 


No other nation owns such a field for 


maneuvers. Eleven square miles of the 
tract are now fitted for regulation camps. 
Eight of these are in opsn forest, carefully 
cleared of underbrush, and three square 
miles are In fields. There are four square 
miles within the legal limits of the track 
not yet purchased. This section is largely 
forest and is available for maneuvers by 
which it might be desired to instruct 
troops in movements through virgin for- 
est. 


Military authorities have on their visits 


to the park frequently painted out its 
magnificent strategic advantages in case 
this country became involved in a war 
with a foreign power. They have noted 
that tbe southern and gulf coasts, the 
most vulnerable points oil tbe seaboard, 
would be most liable to attack. Cbioka- 
mauga is practically tbe center of this half 
circle of exposed ground, inviting the on- 
slaught of an enemy. 


With splendid railway facilities, reserve 


stationed at the national park could be 
quickly rushed to any point of attack. 
There is no point so favorably situated for 
hurrying forward our troops in any direc- 
tion. 


Old soldiers grow enthusiastic looking 


over the broad plazas, unsurpassed for 
drilling—fields that outrival the famous 
grounds in Potsdam, Germany. An abun- 
dant water supply, magnificent reads, all 
high ground, ample room for all kinds of 
maneuvering, even to tbe formation of 
long battle lines, tbe rese?vatlen is Incom- 
parable as a point ef mobilization. A rail- 
road skirta the park on two sides, insur- 
ing quick transportation for men and sup- 
plies. 


Nearly every spot was the scene of 


American valor that won id inspire the 
men, if any inspiration were necessary, to 
do like valient deeds. The battla of Chiok- 
amauga was one ef tk> most aelfeble rb- 
stances of pluck and endurance of the 
civil war. It was one of the deadliest of 
modern warfare. Its strategy will long 
hold a place in bistwiy- So less than eight 
generals fell on this field. 


It was at Cbickaajauan, where Thomas 


steed "like a rook," tfeac Garfiejd distin- 
guished himself. He was chief of staff to 
Bosecrans and was sent by that general to 
warn Thomas that Icpgrtreet, with his 
70,000 men, was marching to tarn tbe 
right flask of Thomas' army. Garfield 
started off with a captain and two order- 
lies. They ran into an ambush, the cap- 
tain was wounded, the two orderlies killed 
and Garftald was the only one left to go 
on with tbe all important message. He 
jammed his lips together, muttered: "Now 
is your time; be a man, Jim Garfield!" 
and spurred ahead in a zigzag course across 
the field to avoid the bullets. Garfield 
reached Colonel McCook, got a new horse 
and made afresh start over afire swept 
field. Juet BE he got by Thomas' side tbe 
animal gave one bound and fell dead. 
Garfield delivered the message, and Thom- 
as' army was saved. 


The linea of battle have all been ascer- 


tained by tbe national commission, acting 
in co-operation with 26 state commissions,

SOME DETAILED FIGURES ABOUT IM- 


MIGRATION IN TIME OF WAR. 


Fewer Flnt C4s» Immigrant* Than In a 


Boom Season — Total Number of All 
Grades Larger So Far TUU Year Than 


| Last-Why Thii la So—Spaniard*. 


YORK, May 6.— [Special.]— Should 


the hope for a short war bred by Commo- 
dore Dowey's victory in Manilla material- 
ize into glorious fact then the expectation 
of n heavy slump in immigration, men- 
tioned a few dajfi ago in this correspond- 
ence, would hardly bo realized. 


In fnct. there is every reason to believe 


that tho number of strangers seeking 
homes .on these shores this year in such 
circumstances will be larger than lor any 
rooenfc year. This Js shown olourly by tbe 
fact that In eplte of tbo war the total num- 
ber of immigrants received at this port for 
tho first four months of 1898 is thousands 
in excess of tho number arriving during 
the corresponding period of lart ycnr. For 
tho sake of exactness I herewith give the 
f: cures taken from tbe official records, just 
completed to May 1 :

From tbe above it will be seen that 


while tho immigration of 1898 is by no 
means equal to that of a boom year it is 
almost 12,000 greater than last year's. Yet 
the forebodings of those not satisfied with 
this year's immigration are pretty well 
justified by tbo facts after all. 


For a majority of those coming to 


America this year instead of being sturdy 
farmers, with money in their clothes, all 
ready to take up land and settle down as 
Belld, wealth producing citizens, am sim- 
ply nnskillad laborers, with only enough 
money to enable them to escape the charge 
of impending pauperism and with neither 
the inclination nor the ability to become 
successful, desirable agriculturists. There 
are many moro Italians, for instance, than 
either Hungarians, Germans, Austrians, 
Scandinavians, English or Irish. In fact, 
the Italians are almost as numerous as tho 
men of all these other nationalities put to- 
gether. And at the same time the fairly 
well to do farmers even among this year's 
immigrants from northern Europe form a 
much smaller proportion of the whole than 
usual. 


Great Increase of Deportations. 


In other words the grade of immigrants 


now corning is hardly -better* than that 
which might be termed "the dregs of En- 
rope." This is no doubt due to a three- 
fold cause— Crst, the war; second, times 
are better in the old world than they have 
been ; third, the inducements here are not 
so alluring as they once were. Much of 
the best land has now been'taken up, and, 
while vast tracts of excellent agricultural 
territory are still unoccupied, it is for the 
most part too far removed from present 
markets to be thoroughly attractive. 


This latter consideration counts nothing 


at all with tho unskilled laborsr, particu- 
larly it he be an Italian. His scheme is 
not to mak« n permanent home for himself 
and his family in America. He desires 
only to f et work a few years at higher 
wages than be cnn earn in Italy, livs like 
a dog meanwhile, save the greater pnrt'of 
all he receives and finally return to the 
old world with enough good Yankee 
money in his possession to provide all his 
simple wants during the remainder of bis 
natural life. And, oerieusly enouglL the 
existence of a war with Spain, wbfch Is 
undoubtedly keeping some of tho most de- 
sirable immigrants away, is bringing thou- 
sands of the others. They reason that with 
thousands of men withdrawn from labor 
to fight tkere will lie opportunities for 
corresponding thonnands of laborers from 
abroad, and consequently many have man- 
aged to scraps enough tegether to get here 
who in ordinary times would not have 
dared risk tke pottiblo lack of employ- 
ment after thalr arrival. 


Quito aaiqrally in tbe circumstances the 


nnmbmr of immigrants sent back so far 
this year— t«chnioally t»rm«d deported — 
because of fear that they mi«at become 
public ciargti, attempted vitiation of the 
contract labor law, en., kas b«*n unyrece- 
dentedly large, th» pereratage being more 
tban twice as large as daring tba first four 
months of last year. H«»» am tbe figures 
for the two ywurs placed side by side:

On their face these figures would show 


an enormous increase in the proportion of 
the utterly indigent and those who wish 
to ovad* tk* ttrins of the contract labor 
law, and no doubt there has been some in- 
crease ef this iort. 


Rlcrid Kaforecment of the Law. 


But the larger proportion of deportations 


this year than last1 is largely due also to 
greater vigilaace on the part ef the au- 
thorities and increasfd stringency in car- 
rying out tha law. The system now in 
fore* for the detention of uadeiirable im- 
migrants at th« very threshold of the 
promised land is more eC*etiva than ever 
before. This affords the authorities muoh 
cay so for congratulation, especially in 
view of tha fact that since the burning of 
tbe immigration bureau's buildings on 
Ellis island the rssonrces of those who 
would evade tke law have been vastly in- 
creased. 


O»» ef the chief reasons for removing 


tba immigration bnrtau from Castle Gar- 
den when it was transferred to Ellis island . 
was th« evident desirability of getting en- ' 
tirely away from the vicinity of tbe vari- | 
ous "immigrants' boarding houses" and 


' other institutions loestid near the Battery 
1 whoso proprietors divided their time bo- 


> tween swindling honest immigrants and 


helping undesirable persons to get through. 
It was feared that a return to Man- 
hattan's shorts would bring about a re- 
vival «f all tbe old time abuses. Undoubt- 
edly soM«ef these have been revived. Cer- 
tainly many of the objaationable places 
that were closed down for lack of business 
have been reopened, but it ia just as oar- 
tain that the revived abuses do not include 
these by which the contract laber law and 
the law to keep out these likely to become ' 
paupers wer« evaita in th« past.

Blojrcle Heart. 
. 


Several well known French cyclists 


have lately, it ia said, been rejected as 
unfit fur military service by reason of 
hypertrophy and other diseases of tho 
heart. Medical men will bo rather sur- 
prised that the numbers are BO cnuull. 
There must be few of us who have not 
seen the ill effects of overeiertion on a 
bicycle. The commonest is palpitation 
and temporary dilatation, but even this 
is sometimes very difficult to cure. In 
a case which occurred recently a lady, 
ordered for a fortnight's change of air 
after influenza, chose to spend it in bi- 
cycling about 50 miles a day. As a re- 
sult she has had, ever since that time— 
now nine months ago—a pulse which 
on tho least exertion rises to 120, though 
she has not ridden again. That tempo- 
rary dilatation occurs is enough to show 
tho great strain put upon the heart, and 
it is au added danger that tbe sense of 
fatigue iu the limbs is so slight. The 
rider is thus robbed of the warning to 
whioh he is accustomed to attend and 
repeats or continues tho strain upon the 
heart. As in other similar cases, the 
effect is to render that dilatation per- 
ruaneut which was at first but tempo- 
rary and to cause an increase in the mus- 
cle of the heart by repeated exertion. 
Tho heart produced is of large dimen- 
sions and ot thick walls—u condition 
which may perhaps give little uueafci- 
ness to its owner, but which a medical 
man will view with considerable dis- 
trust and apprehension. 
Weakly and 


elderly people cannot be too often told 
that no exercise is more easily abused, 
though if taken iu sensible measure few 
are more healthful or enjoyable.—Brit- 
ish Medical Journal.

THE NEXT BATTLE. 


The aeiKt battle of the war is an enigma. 


The relatire position* of the fleets of the 
opposing forces are known but it is im- 
possible to judge positively from their 
movements where, when or how they 
•will coma together. 
It 
is doubtful 


whether the authorities of both aides 
could jointly agree upon a bate for tbe 
forthcoming; engagements. 


The Spanish fleet that left the Cape 


Verde islands a few days ago is at sea. 
Whither it IB steering can be conjectured 
but with little assurance of boing correct. 
Whether it ia sailing for Porto Rico, or 
for the twt coast of South America, or for 
exercise, or to deceive us, cannot be tqld. 


But anticipating that it is coming onr 


way either to intercept the Oregon or to 
make Porto Rico, oar warships have been 
deployed »o »B to defeat its purpose. If 
the Oregon runs afoul of the fleet it will 
probably s;lve battle, supported by th» 
Nictheroy and Marietta. Such a battle 
would be one-sided, because the Spanish 
fleet is superior in every way to our little 
flotilla. 


Inspired by the victory of Dewey the 


men on the Oregon might undertake to 
duplicate it. In such a contest the United 
States forces would be obliged to display 
every quality of superiority in gunnery, 
mancenvenng, discipline and valor that 
was so heroically emphasized at Manila. 
The Oregon might on the other-hand 
coax the enemy on until the relief ibips 
of the North Atlantic squadron, sent to 
protect her, could run UD. Then the de- 
feat of the Spanish would be a foregone 
conclusion. 


If the fleet be sailing for Porto Eioo it i» 


sailing into the open jaws of a trap. It 
can never nail into that port except over 
the sunken hulks of ouratoutest warships. 
The United States is prepared to get ia 
the way of the flaet not only with the 
leviathans that blockaded Havana, but 
with the swift-winged terrors of the fly- 
ing squadron. In either case the Spanish 
fleet is sailing to almost certain destruc- 
tion. 


If neither of these meetings take place. 


thi» government will be forced to arrange* 
for a meeting somewhere else. 
That 


place may be off the Canaries, off Cape de 
Verde, off Cadiz, or in mid-ocean, if it 
cannot be made off Havana. That Spain 
intends to have one more battle before* 
striking her colors is a certainty, but 
jvhere will it be fought? 


Meanwhile the United States will fore* 


the fighting, by taking: Porto Rico and 
several other things iu sight.

BICYCLE THiEVESr 


An Incenlons Scheme to Overcome a Grow. 


In* Evil. 


A new boon for league members in 


the New York state division that has 
been devised by Secretary Treasurer 
Bull will be in operation in a few 
weeks. It is a system to deter bicycle 
thieves from taking the wheels of 
league members and, further, to recov- 
er them in case of theft. The plan is to 
fnraisn an alnmininm tag or plate to be 
secured on the frame of tbe wheel the 
same as a name plate. The plate will 
bear the league emblem with the state- 
ment, "Twenty-five dollars reward will 
be paid for the conviction of the thief 
who steals this bicycle before 
." In 


the blank epaoe will be placed the date 
on which tbe membership of the person 
nsing it expires. The price of the tags 
will be 50 cents, and the division offi- 
cers think that they will not be often 
called npon to pay the $25 reward. The 
argument is that while tbe tag might 
be removed by a desperate thief it 
would take time, and a bicycle thief is 
usually in a harry. If a thief came 
across three wheels where there was a 
good opportunity for getting away with 
one of them and two of the three had 
on the L. A. W. reward tags, it ia rea- 
sonable to suppose he would take the 
one without the plate. Secretary Treas- 
urer Bull calls the tag a "protection 
plate." The lettering is in royal pur- 
ple, the leagne official color, which on 
the burnished aluminium makes a neat 
combination. Each plate will be nnm 
bered, and whenever a member using 
one loses his wheel he is to send a no 
tice to the division headquarters, and c. 
general alarm will be immediately Bent 
ont to the police and all dealers.

Asiatic Squadron Forced to 


Fight at Manilla. 


OPINION OF THE NAVAL EXPERTS. 


The Old Era of bolatlon Ha* Famed Away. 


We Need a Great Nary, » Larger Army 
and Coaling Stations In the West Indies 
Mid the Pacific Ocean. 


WASHINGTON, May «.— [Special.] — If 


anything wore needed to convince tho op- 
ponents of Eawaltan annexation tbat tho 
United States should take in that group 
of islands as a military expedient, if for 
no other reason, tho recent naval move- 
ments in the far east have afforded the ar- 
gument. Ou the coast of Asia our Seet 
wus realty compelled either to atiaok the 
Philippines and there secure a base of 
operations or else to cut ami run for homo, 
many thousands of miles away. This was 
true -because as soon as tbe nations of that 
part of the v orld declared their neutrality 
our warships were under obligation to 
leave the harbors and to ooase using 
friendly ports aa headquarters. The near- 
est United States port was away across 
tho Pacific ocean, while Spain had ports 
at Manilla, but two days' steaming from 
Hongkong. For this reason and not eo 
niuoh from a desire to capture Ihe Philip- 
pines the advance upon Manilla was or* 
dored. 


If the Spanish fleet in Aslatio •waters 


had been stronger .than ours, we should 
efclll have boon compelled to give battle or 
to retire to this side of the Pacific. 
Prob- 


ably prudence would have compelled ns to 
adopt the latter course, and the meaning 
of thnt would bo tbut the ecane of dpera- 
tions was transferred from near the coast 
of Spanish possessions to our own coast 
line. If tho fortunes of war wore to go 
against us, our coast cities would be loft 
nt tho mercy of the Spanish fleets, just as 
Manilla was left subject to tbe relentless 
movement of Admiral Cewey's squadron. 


Hawaii's Advantages. 


Bnt if tho United States had a naval 


stronghold, with plenty of coal and dry- 
docks and ample fortifications ab Hawaii, 
that would throw the frontier out 3,000 
miles from our coast line. If forced to re- 
tire from the Asiatic side of tbe ocean, it 
still would not be necessary to come all 
tha way home, with the enemy at our 
heels. The halt could be made half vray 
o%er, at the Hawaiians, where onr fiesta 
would have a great advantage over the 
opposition in proximity to coal base and 
means of communication. It is figured by 
our naval experts that with Hawaii onra 
and fortified and with a cable line run out 
to tbe islands the United States fleet upon 
the Pacific would be twice as strong as it 
is without the'additlon of a single ship. 
If to this were added construction of the 
Nicaragua canal, tho advantage would be 
infinitely greater. For instance, instead 
of remaining in Asiatic waters, as at pres- 
ent, Admiral Dowoy's fleet, having de- 
stroyed tho only floating enemy that men- 
aced our merchant marine, could start at 
once for Cuban waters via the Nicaragua 
canal. 
As it is now, onr ships would have to 


round Cape Horn in order to re-enforce 
the fleets in the Atlantic, and tbat is a 
long arid rather dangerobs voyage. Of 
course it would not do to send them 
through the Suez canal and the Mediter- 
ranean, for that would subject them -to 
the danger of destruction or capture by 
the Spaaiaids near Gibraltar. In the 
opinion of many eminent men here, of all 
political parties and shades of opinion, 
current events are forcing the acquisition 
of Hawaii and atao the construction of tbe 
Nicaragua canal. One well known man 
put it this way: 


"Whether we like it or not, events are 


forcing the United States into such activ- 
ity In the world's affairs as we have never 
before manifested. Whether we like tbe 
responsibility or not, we must aecume it. 
We shall presently have Cuba, the Philip- 
pines and perhaps Puerto Kloo on our 
bands. There will b* no way to escape the 
onerous duty whioh control of them en- 
tails. Complications of various torts may 
grow out of our efforts to administer them 
or to dispose of them. Therefore we are 
projected into the world's politics, and 
there we must stay. Inasmuch as there 
is no escaping this flat of the fates, 16 is in- 
cumbent upon ua to meet our responsibil- 
ity as best we can. The old era of isola- 
tion and strictly minding our own busi- 
ness is at an end. To meet tho responsi- 
bilities of the present and the future we 
need a great navy, a larger army, Hawaii 
and a coaling and naval station at least in. 
the West Indies, and a means of communi- 
cation through the Panama isthmus." 


Naval Fights In Midoceaa. 


As to Hawaii, there appears to be an 


understanding that we are to take tha Is- 
lands. 
The men who are opposed to an- 


nexation upon commercial, sociological 
and political grounds do not yield the 
main points of their contention, which 
are strong enough. But many of them 
ore prepared to yield on account of the 
other considerations involved and whloh I 
have just spoken c'. Action is lUcely to 
be deferred for somo time, till the atmos- 
phere clears, but in the opinion of tho 
best observers here tho result is no longer 
In doubt. 
* 


One of the readers of your paper writes 


to ask me if it is true tbat battleships can- 
not engage an enemy upon tbe high seas, 
but must watt till they get in smooth wa- 
ter. It all depends npon the weatber. 
Battleships and other craft mounting 
heavy^guns are not to be operated success- 
fully and economically in a rolling 6ea, 
Commanders would 
not choose such 


weather for an engagement. Tbeir guns 
can be operated only at great inoeuven- 
ience and some risk If tbe ships ar* rolling 
in the trough of big waves. Thair pro- 
jectiles would miss much more cffcen than 
they hit. Inasmuch us tbiswou.ld be true 
of cruisers and torpedo boats and all fight- 
ing craft the disadvantage would be about 
tbe same with one fleet as with another, 
and probably neither side would force a 
fight under adverse circumstances. 


But battleships may often fight amid 


favorable conditions in midooaan. It is a 
mistake to suppose that out npon the 
great sea the water is always rough. One 
may make vojnges *o Europe in which 
th* steamer rolls scarcely at all. The sea 
ia often almost as smooth aa a mill pond 
from New York to Liverpool or South- 
ampton. 
Tbe absence of waves and 


stonnH is amazing to those who, have had 
littie experience npon the ooeAn, just an 
th* contrary extreme, tbat of heavy storms 
and wild rolling and pitching of the big* 
gest steamers, is surprising when old- 
ocean's mood ebanges. As a rale a nava* 
battle need Dot bo expected upon tho high 
leas unless the weatber is fairly calm.

ARMOUR A$ A MAN. 


A CHARACTER SKETCH OF THE CHI- 


CAGO MILLIONAIRE. 


HI* Modest Method* of Helping His Fel- 


low M«a—Makes Use of His Money 
Wllille In the ITleib—Some of Big Uu»l- 
BCH Enterprises.

CHICAGO, April 18.—Chicago mates 


trie boast for her self made men. It is 
that they stand by Chicago. 


New York is woefully lacking in 


public spirited millionaires. 
Chicago's 


millionaires are few compared with 
those in the Empire City, but most of 
the millionaires of Chicago Lava eruoted 
monuments to their names in substan- 
tial, useful institutions, while the Hew 
York millionaire very seldom does any 
great public work. It is the public spirit, 
of Chicago's, millionaires that has help- 
ed to huild up the Chicago university, 
established the Field musetfSi and opou- 
cd the Armour institute, and it made 
the World's fair a possibility. 


Philip D. Armour is oae of the fore- 


most men of Chicago in public works. 
Mr. Armour made his millions in Chi- 
cago. Ho started iu life as a poor boy, 
arid he is today reckoned the richest 
man in this city if not in the whole 
west. His fortune is estimated at §25, - 
000,000 and sums ranging above that 
figum. Probably, like most million- 
aires, he would bo able to make only a 
very poor esiim'ate of the extent of hia 
•wealth. 


Mr. Armour's chief public benefac- 


tion is the Armour institute. Mr. Ar- 
mour established a mission on, the cor- 


CavalUve Faoelll, an ex-poniiflcal cus- 


tom bourn offlmr, who lives In ftome, was 
born on Jan. fl4, 1798, at Vitorbo. Ho is 
in exc«Hon« health and goes three time* a 
wwk to enjoy a obat at tho old Caf* dtlla 
Pan*, where as a youth he uosd to go 80 
years ago. He has lived during tbe reign* 
of seven popes. 


Frank Chase of Watorvlll*, Me.. *om* 


jreera ago Invented a maobine simplifying 
tho manufacture of shoot, A Nav Eng- 
land qompaoj purchased bis invention for 
tlOO,060eashj and gave him 19,500 per year 
for life provided he would do no, more in- 
venting.

ner of Armour avenue and Thirty-third 
street a good many years ago. Sis years 
ago be began the erection of a five story 
building opposite the mission, and in 
December, 1893, ha started for Europe 
on a trip for his health, leaving for 
publication after his departure the news 
that he was to endow a great educa- 
tional institute with over $2,000,000 
and to give to it the building he had 
erected. The building was worth $400,- 
000. Its equipment with the very latest 
scientific apparatus and machinery cost 
as much more. Out of the endowment 
provided it has an income of $50,000 a 
year, while the mission opposite haa 
one-half that sum. 


The control of the institute and the 


mission Mr. Armour vested in a board 
of trustees of which his two eons, Og- 
den and Philip, are members, and the 
active management be has left entirely 
in their hands. The Armour institute 
haa since taken its place with the Pratt 
institute of Brooklyn and the Drexel in- 
stitute of Philadelphia. 


It was characteristic of Mr. Armour 


that he should have matured his plans 
without taking the public into his con- 
fidence and that he should have left the 
country to avoid the "hurrah" that 
was made locally over his benefaction. 
Mr. Armour has that unostentatious 
way of doing email as well as large 
works of charity. One of his favorite 
ways of doing good is to tell a man who 
is bard up and looking a bit seedy to 
go to a tailor and get a suit of clothing 
at his expense. He believes that a well 
dressed man will have more self respect 
than one who is shabby and that he 
will command more respeot from others. 


Stories of Liberality. 


A great many stories are told of th^ 


way Mr. Armour has of scattering mon- 
ey right and left to the needy. Most of 
them of course are gross exaggerations. 
In the first place, a millionaire who 
gave freely to individuals would be in- 
juring rather than benefiting his fellow 
men. In the second place, he would not 
be a millionaire long. Mr. Armour is 
generous, but he has discretion. 


If Mr. Armour answered without in- 


quiry every letter or personal request 
for money which he receives, it would 
take almost all his income. The btoriea 
about his generosity which are publish- 
ed from time to time always bring an 
increase in the number of begging let- 
ters he receives. BuKsell Sage told me 
once that the mere publication of a 
story telling how many millions he was 
worth brought him appeals from every 
part of the civilized world and their to- 
tal was in the thousands. Of begging 
letters Mr. Armour naturally receives a 
great many, but he sees very few of 
them, because it is no more possible 
that he should handle the whole of his 
enormous mail than that the president 
of the United States should see every 
letter that comes to the White House. 
These demands or appeals from stran- 
gers, moreover, are not tho kind that 
go to Mr. Armour's heart. He is much 
more likely to give a dollar to a ragged 
newsboy or buy him an overcoat than 
to hand cut 26 cents to an ablebodied 
beggar who might be earning a livinb. 


Mr. Armani- doesn't believe iu wait* 


ing until he dies before administering 
on his fortune. In other words, he ia 
looking after the distribution of his 
wealth while alive rather than Ieava4£ 
to tho uncertainty c£administrators. As 
an evidence of this his sons practically 
have half of his fortune now. They did 
not como into this fortune suddenly, but 
it has been gradually banded down to 
them from time to time since they were 
15 years of age. He has pursued the 
same policy in regard to bis business* -

along in years »ad bare no children under 
16. Thi», I believe, putt me in a position 
similar to th it of mott of those who so 
cheerfully adopted this -.measure. This 
statement is not in criticism of the city 


unciJ^ui to show that my point of 


view, at regards affairs of children, should 
be about the same as theirs. 


fVith this understood, I want to praise 


the curfew law most highly. Its effect on 
children should bo excellent. Whan a 
polifteman bashfully asks a maiden of 14 
the question "May I see yon hoo.e ?" the 
latter will feel the delicate attention of 
the law and resolve to grow up into a 
good girl, worthy of the honor thus given 
her. 
When the small boy learns that he 


is governed, not by the parental influ- 
ence, but by all the majesty of the law, 
and that "going to bed" is not a family 
matter to be grumbled over till tae medi- 
cinal rod appears, but a municipal affair, 
regulated by the policeman's club, will 
he not receive his Irst lessons in the glory 
of American citizenship ? And with what 
filial devotion will the two regard their 
parents wbo have transferred 
tneir 


natural authority to tae "cop around the 
ceraer." 


In the discussion on the law, little has 


beea said of local condition* which might 
make its enforcement a different master 
here from what it Is in Kalamazooor 
Wsaoo, Nab. But, that is unimportant. 
North Adams always had the reputation 
of resembling a western town.

Tho fancy wings and quills and other 


ornaments are reany. Black wiiijjs, prob- 
ably uyed, white wings and colom! ouca 
are seen; also birds of species unknown to 
any ornithologist in tho world, with traces 
of a dozen distinct families In each. Pi- 
quets of jet, steel piquets and paradise 
plumes and stiff natural quills ara all 
with us, and vre have but to take our 
choice. 
The foliage provided to go with 


the flowers of this season is exquisitely 
beautiful, and one sees the most perfect of 
maidenhair ferns nnd other delicate and 
feathery leaves, while the grasses look al- 
most as if a breath would blow them away. 


One curious feature is shown jjn very

WHY OLD WHEELS BREAK. 


Brittleness of Metals Long; Subjected t* 


Vibration. 


It is a well known and accepted fact 


that bicycles -which have seen pretty 
constant use for more than two years 
are liable, for no apparent reason, to 
sudden and unexplained breakage in 
some vital part. The trouble seems to 
come as often when the machine baa 
been carefully, used and treated with all 
proper considerations as when it has 
been abused. The rider may be moving 
easily over a smooth surface and tha 
head snaps, causing a bad spill; or the 
end of the crank shaft snaps off under 
only ordinary pedal pressure, or it may 
be the seat post or a rear fork end or 
some other part that thus mysteriously 
goes to pieces. 


The unfortunate cyclist who gets into 


this sort of a scrape is very apt to talk 
about some ancrant and hidden Saw and 
is inclined to thanksgiving because the 
weak spot never gave way at eome pre- 
vious time when the disaster might 
have been fraught with more serious 
consequences. A good many mechanics 
if consulted would talk learnedly of 
crystallization and thus account for the 
sadden collapse. 


This matter of crystallization of met* 


als has in xeoent years assumed a new 
phase. There are scientists, whose opin- 
ions are universally respected, who ara 
extremely incredulous with regard to 
the claims of those who associate crys- 
tallography with the brittleness of met- 
als which have been long subjected to 
vibration. It matters nothing to the cy- 
clist, however, whether the steel in hi» 
machine crystallizes or not so long at 
it is a known fact that long continued 
vibration, euoh as the metal in a bicy- 
cle receives, is a direct cause of weak* 
ness. The matter no longer engages tha 
attention of the theorists except in • 
purely scientific way. Practically it it 
all settled that vibration after a time 
results in brittlenesg. 


Therefore it is not well to take great 


risks with old bicycles, which should 
not be used for scorching, nor for violent 
coasting, nor under any conditions im- 
posing extra strains. —American Cyclist, 


RACERS AND RACING. 


Arthur Gardiner has about decided 


not to go too heavily in middle distance 
racing after all.

Turned tier ABifitu For Designing 


'"o Good Account, 


The last chapter in the revelations 


of the doings of woman has developed 
the fact that for two years past many 
of the richest women in New York so- 
ciety have been wearing American 
gowns designed by another society wo- 
man. 


Until three years ago Mrs. Robert 


Osborn, blond, rich and immensely 
clever, was herself known as the most 
perfectly gowned woman in the fash- 
ionable world. From her girlhood she 
bad spent unlimited sums on her wear-

.ing apparel and paid an attention to 


details that most people condemned as 
vanity. 


Three years ago the house of Osbom 


reached a financial climax and went 
down, leaving Mrs. Osborn's husband 
penniless. 
The pair consulted, and Mrs. Osborn 


urged her husband to build up a busi- 
ness for himself, promising to be no 
burden to him while he was getting an- 
other start. 


On the day after the failure the dress- 


makers to whom Mrs. Osborn owed sev- 
eral thousand dollars received notes 
from her: 


"My husband has failed, and we are 


Kbsolutaly penniless. I owe you money, 
and I will pay you within a year. I am 
going to work." 


The dressmakers had always been de- 


lighted to get a chance to dress Mrs. 
Osborn, and after receiving ber notes 
they urged her to make dress design- 
Ing her work, agreeing to keep it quiet 
if she would »nly furnish them with 
Ideas. Within a year Mrs. Osborn had 
paid her personal debts and had an In- 
come from her association with three 
leading dr««*makera of New York. 


She Is an immensely interesting body 


and belong* to the old Schuyler Nell- 
son family, aristocrats In every vein. 
' •tfe was the youngest daughter, and 


by the time she grew up and made her 
appearence in society the family was 
ready to settle down in middle aged 
sobriety of dress and society. But Miss 
Neilson had other ideas. 
She loved 


beautiful things, especially clothes. 


"I can't live without them, but now 


C am as contented buying them for my 
friends as if I was to wear them my- 
self." 


People dressed differently when Miss 


Neilson was 
a, debutante, and 
she 


wasn't at all satisfied with the fashions 
which she wass asked to wear. 


One of her first achievements and one 


that ought to entitle her to a monu- 
ment if anything could win one for a 
woman was the invention of the shirt 
waist, admired by men and solace, of 
women. 


"I shall never forget with what hor- 


ror I was greeted by a famous shirt- 
maker, who has since become a ladies' 
tailor of this city," said Mrs. Osborn re- 
cently, "when I said, 'Mr. H., I want 
you to make me a shirt—a waist, you 
know, like the men wear.' I got the 
idea of a loose waist from playing ten- 
nis. That was when men were just be- 
ginning'to wear flannels for coats and 
shirts. Flannels had not been accepted 
then at Newport. The roan looked at 
me in amazement as I toll him my idea 
of how a percale shirt should be made 
for me. 


"He demurred. I Insisted and threat- 


ened to go elsewhere if he didn't try 
it. He finally did, and I can remember 
now how he apologized to me while 
measuring me because he was a man. 
He made the same plaits and about the 
same seams and yoke and collar that 
he has used ever since for the standard 
custom made shirt waist. 


"It was an experiment indeed, but I 


am satisfied now when I see what has 
been the result. That first shirt waist 
was of cambric or percale and had 
some pale blue in it. No; there are no 
remains tor souvenirs. 


"The man Is rather proud now of 


having been the first to make it and 
baa frequently told of his sensations at 
my proposition to make me a shirt." 


In other ways Mr1?. Osborn has set 


her stamp on style. The little collar, 
with mock shirt front attached, known 
as the "dicky," for women, waa her 
idea. Tailor made gowns for women 
made by men tailors were worn first by 
her. The first was made of black and 
white hairline "atnped suiting such as 
men wore at the time. The array of 
tucks with which dresses and waists 
are covered and tucked skirts were her 
suggestion. They were worn by a New 
York woman at a Parisian dressmak- 
er's, where the idea was taken up. Im- 
proved, grafted on to the Paris fashions 
and launched there as a novelty. 


It was Mrs. Osborn who started the 


craze for turquoises and the latest fash- 
Ion of big amethysts. An antique 
bropch with a rarely handsome large 
stone of the size now known to the jew- 


elry trade as a carbuncle was ordered 
by Mrs. Osborn made into a cover for 
a gold net purse. When the leading 
Jewelers of New York tried to get three 
similar stones to mount for a belt from 
which the purse should hang, it was 
months before they could be obtained. 


Now there are paste imitations on ev- 


ery bargain counter, and Mrs. Osborn is 
already wonderingwhat will come next. 


"Talk auout my work?" said Mrs. 


Osborn. "Why, it is really not much, 
except that I always have liked to da- 
sign gowns and details particularly for 
myself. My friends always knew it, 
and when I was a girl I stood many a 
bit of ridicule from my family and in- 
timate friends because of it. Now that 
it has been turned to account it is an- 
other story. 


"In working with dressmakers I aim- 


ply would order a dress for myself em- 
bodying new ideas in style or detail, 
and it would be used as a model by tha 
dressmakers. 
Later 
a 
dressmake'r 


would let tne know that she had to 
make a dinner gown or whatever it 
might be for a certain woman, adding 
any details mentioned by the woman 
as to color or material. 
'I can't sit down and draw out dress, 


es and add details to the illustration, as 
the effect is studied, but I see instant- 
ly the entire gown in its completeness 
and the woman as she will look in it. 
I cannot explain it to any one or to 
myself even, but the whole thing rises 
in my eyes complete. Sometimes, but 
rarely, I have had to think up some- 
thing different. 


"A woman can spend every moment 


of her life on dress and not devote too 
much time to details and accessories. 


"To be the best dressed woman how 


much must be spent? I wouldn't like 
to set a figure. Any number of women 
consider $12,000 a year an average sum 
outside of furs, jewels and laces." 


Mrs. Osborn believes the era of sim- 


plicity and black and white and mon- 
otones is at hand for well dressed wo- 
men. 


After two years Mrs. Osborn decided 
that the field of dressing society women 
was unsatisfactory and that ideas count 
for nothing when wasted on that Held. 
She is ambitious to make the United 
States not only a law unto itself on 
style, but worthy of imitation, and after 
due consideration has decided that the 
start must be made through the stage. 


She has decided to dresa actresses, 


who of all women must be well dress- 
ed and have not the time or thought to 
devote to it. 


Daniel Frohman was the first mana- 


i ger to see the wisdom of Mrs. Osborn's 
plan. Lovely Julie Opp has recently 
been "turned out" by Mrs. Osborn, and 
the gowns she wore.In" "The Tree of 
Knowledge" were the first fruits of the 
society woman's work in trying to re- 
form stage dressing. 
"I hope I shall be able to dresa ac- 
tresses so that instead of shunning 
gowns they see worn on the stage so- 
ciety women will find it necessary to 
order copies. 


"If I succeed, as I Intend to, when 


a woman sees the sice of a skirt or its 
length or the length or sice of a sleeve 
or a waist on an actress whom I dress 
she will feel as safe in trusting that to 
be the newest style as she would If 
insured against an old fashion. 


"But I want a woman to place her- 


self absolutely without reserve In my 
hands. If she Insists on doing things 
as she 'always has* or thinks they 
'ought to be,' I shall have to wash my 
hands of her." 


Mrs. Osborn's years of experience In 


designing for society women have giv- 
en her confidence in her ability. She 


has no intention of making an actress' 
clothes dominant^at the expense of her 
role. 


And, a point not to be ignored,' Mrs. 


Osborn says all this will cost women j 
no more than their present method of 
drMslng. 


When Mrs. Osborn is in full sway and 


fashion obeys her nimble brain, the 
needlewoman will have a new impor- 
tance, for the new arbiter of style is 
not friendly at all to machine work ex- 
cept for the inside of a gown. Sie.likes 
much needlework, and already 
the 
tucks she has made the rage have giv- 
en months of work to many needle- 
workers, who could find no employment 
previously.

wears required the uninterrupted serv- 


and baste frequently till done, which 
will take about two hours, adding more 
water or broth if the gravy should get 
too brown in the pan.

Shoulder of Veal Stuffed.

Have the boass removed from a r.icc 


shoulder of veal, wipe the meat off and 
season with a tablespoonful salt an<J a 
teaspoonful pepper. Have the seasoning 
rubbed inside and outside all over the 
meat. Soak some stale bread in cold 
water till soft, inclose it in a towel and 
wring out all the water. Then measure 
it There should be three cupfuls. Melt 
a tab\espoonful butter, add a table- 
spoonful fine chopped onion, cook three 
minutes without browning. Add the 
•bread, stir five minutes, remove from 
fire and when cold add two eggs, a'tea- 
spoonful salt, one-quarter teaspoonful 
pepper, a teaspoonful thyme and a little 
nutmeg. 


Mix all together and fill It in the 


shoulder and £ew if up. Place the meat 
in a roastin-ispan, put three thin slices 
of larding potk on top the meat, pour 
over a tablespoonful melted butter, set 
the pan in oven and roast till light 
brown on all sides, then add a cupful 
boiling water or white broth, which 
could be made with the bones. Roast

shelled and blanched, chopped and 
shredded fine. They are much better 
shre.dded. Grate a quarter of a pound 
of chocolate with a teaspoonful of i 
cloves, a teaspoonful of baking powder I 
and four teaspoonfuls of milk. Mix in i 
flour until Just stiff enough to spread j 
into cakes the size of the top of a coffee 
cup and about one-eighth of an inch in 
thickness. Be sure the cakes are well 
baked. When done, invert the pan up- 
on a thick cloth and with a sharp knife 
cut the cakes in strips two'lnches wide. 
Pack them away in a dry place. They 
will keep for weeks. 


To Keep Game Fresh.

To Boil Rice. 


Buy the best rice and wash about • 


teacupful, removing in doing BO any 
grit or rubbish that may become mixed 
with the grain. Let lully two quarts 
of salted water boil in a large saucepan, 
and when the liquid is bubbling throw 
in the rice and allow it to boil hard foi 
about 25 minutes. There is no hard and 
fast rule about the length of time foi 
rice to boil, but it can best be deter- 
mined by rubbing a grain between the 
fingers. If it rubs away easily, it will 
be done, and the rest of the rice should 
be removed from the fire quickly, or 11 
will become too soft. When removed 
from the fire, drain the rice through a 
sieve. Pour a quantity of cold watei 
over it and drain again. Then put the 
dish of rice into the oven to heat s.gain 
and to dry the grains till each is sep- 
arate from its fellow. This is the sign 
of well cooked rice. 


How to Stiffen Laces. 


The best kind of starch to use for 


stiffening laces, handkerchiefs, wash- 
ing silka or any other thin fabric is 
made with gum arable. Put an ounce 
of gum arable into a bottle and poui 
over it a cup of cold water and place ii 
over the fire until the gum is dissolved. 
Then strain it through a fine sieve 01 
a piece of cheesa cloth into another 
bottle. When it is cold, add to it hall 
a gill of alcohol, and it will be ready 
for use when needed. For dainty laces 
half a teaspoonful of the starch mixed 
with a half cupful of water will give 
ample stiffness. Larger amounts should 
be added according to the nature of th« 
different fabrics. 


A Brush Rack. 


There are all sorts of racks to hold 


brushes, but here is a recipe for mak- 
ing one which will be found useful by 
any neat housewife: Cut a block ol 
whitewood to shape and proceed to 
stain it the required shade. Dark green 
will look well, while the band across the 
center for holding the brushes in plac« 
may be either of stamped leather 01 
embroidered silk. Fix these with brass 
nails and proceed to ornament the out- 
side edge of the brush board with a 
scroll work of ribbon iron. 


Puff Drat titrate 


One cup of sugar, one egg, one 


cup of milk, one tablespoonful Ot but- 
ter or lard, one teaspoonful of baking 
powder, flour enough to roll. The; 
should be as soft as possible, so do not 
make the mistake of using too rnucb 
flour. Have the pan of fat smoking hot 
before dropping in the doughnuts, an4 
drop in a few at a time, so that th* 
temperature of the fat will not be re* 
duoed too quickly.

"Nine o'clock and all is well" was th* 


watchword with the police last eveniner. 
The curfew law went into effect without a 
single Incident of consequence, and its 
advocates were much encouraged by the 
promptness with which the youth of th* 
city responded to the law passed for their 
moral improvement. The usual 8 o'clock 
alarm sounded jnst an hour later, and all 
children whose birthday dated this side 
of April 5,1882, were safely in their 
homes. 


Most of them were in doors by 7 o'clock, 


however. And they- were there to keep 
ont of th* rain instead of the polio* sta- 
tion. There was no need of a curfew to 
emphasize the beauties of home lilc, and 
so long as th* curfew and th* weather 
work in sneh harmony, the polio* fore* 
will hava little to do with the new law. 


There was much interest among th* 


more youthful population in the law, and 
after the evening papers bad announced 
the fact that it- went into effect at once 
comments were numerous. 
Abont 6 


o'clock two small newsboys passed each 
other on the streets, and one inquired, 
"Going home yet, Jimmie?" "What 
for?" said the other, " Ain't got to till 
9 o'clock tonight." 


Although the rain drove most of them 


in long before 9 o'clock, there was some 
defiance of the law in spite of the weath- 
er. Shortly before curfew a group of 
youngsters assembled on Main street, 
where they waited aimlessly around until 
the bell sounded. Then each looked at 
his neighbor to see who was to make the 
first resDonse. One of the smalled filled 
out his chest and strutted along the side- 
walk, exclaiming, "Don't touch me. I'm 
over 16." 


The group then wandered slowly up 


the street, keeping a watchful lookout 
for any stray policemen. As one of the 
boys stood looking suspiciously towards a 
figure moving" oat of the shadow of a 
building, one of his companions clapped 
him on the shoulder, and exclaimed 
in a gruff voice, "Here, you ain't 16." 
The youngster jumped in wild alarm, but 
saw the joke, and was soon trying it him- 
self on one of his mates. 


The crowd circulated around the street 


for some time, keeping at a safe distance 
from tlja officer on - the beat, but' no move 
was made to catch them, and they soon 
gave up their defiance and went home. 


On another beat soon alter 9 an officer 


stopped a youngster who appeared to be 
about 14 years old. 
The 
officer in- 


troduced the (subject of curfew with the 
remark, " Here, didn't you know there 
was a new law on tonight ?" 
" Yes " said the boy. 
" Well, yon don't seem to be obeying it, 


do you?". 
" Law don't touch me. I'm over 16." 
" When were yon born ?" asked the of- 


ficer. 


'' Born in 1880," was the conclusive 


answer. The youth answered so promptly 
that the officer only took his name and 
told him that " his mother wanted him." 


There was some discussion among the 


police when it was announced that the 
law was to go into effect at once, as to 
whether they were to accept a boy's 
statement of his age, or judge him ac- 
cording to size. It is probable that the 
children will get the benefit of the doubt 
on this point. 


Tbis morning on their way to school 


two lads were overheard in the following 
conversation: 


"Bet'you was at home last night." 
"Course I was. It rained." 
"Aw! Bet you was afraid of the cops.'/ 
This sesmed lively to end in a personal 


encounter, but an older boy stepped in, 
and ended • peacefully the results of'the 
first night's curfew. 


THE HEALTH OF THE CITY, 


Contagious Diseases During April This 


Year and Last. 


People who think that the board of 


health has been too stringent in its ef- 
forts to lessen disease in the city by com- 
pelling people to keep their premises 
clean and to connect their houses with 
sewers wherever possible may be inter- 
ested in the following fignres from the 
records of the board, which show that in 
April, 1896, there were in the city 61 
cases of contagious diseases. 
In April, 


1897, the number was reduced to 17, while 
last April only three cases of contagions 
diseases were reported. 


The good record this year cannot be at- 


tributed to the weather, for April was 
anything but a pleasant month. The fig- 
ures clearly indicate that cleanliness is 
not without its reward and should in- 
cline all to co-operate more heartily than 
ever with the board of health in its efforts 
to procur* the belt possible sanitary con- 
ditions tor the city. 


FOR NORMAL SCHOOL LAND 


Ways and Means Committee Decides 


on $15,000, If City Gives $5,000, 


It ii reported that the ways and means 


committee of the state legislature has 
agreed to report on the matter of the 
purchase of normal school land in favor 
of appropriating flG.OOO from the state 
provided tbis city appropriates $5,000. 
This is for the purchase of land on the 
west side of the school property. 


The education committee some time 


ago reported in favor of a $20,000 appro- 
priation, bnt it was known that th* ways 
and means committee were opposed to 
this. A* the committee Is unanimous in 
this report, it is thought almost certaiq 
of passing.

Patrick Burke, father of Rev. Charles 


E. Burke, died this morning at 3 o'clock 
at St. Francis' parsonage at the advanced 
age of £3 years and two monfcns. 
His 


death was caused by grip after an illness 
of only one week's duration. 


Mr. Burke was born March 4,1815, in 


Carriok-on-Suir, County WaUrford, Ire- 
land. He came to the United States when 
he was 18 years old and had lived most of 
the time einoe in Massachusetts. He first 
settled in Connecticut, where in 1842 he 
married Miss Ann O'Neill, the ceremony 
being performed by Kev. John D. Brady, 
one ot the pioneer missionary priests of 
New England. After his marriage Mr- 
Burke went to Webster in tbis state, and 
in 1843 he settled in Worcester, where his 
four sons,—Michael, Charles B., George 
and John,—were born. He Jived in Wor- 
cester till 1SS3 and was for years em- 
ployed as boss carpenter by George 
Crompton manufacturer of the celebrated 
(Jrompton looms. His wife died about 
the year 18S3 and when soon thereafter 
his son became pastor of St.' Fraucis 
church he accompanied him to this city 
and has since 
made his home with 


him. 


Mr. Burke had a pleasant home at the 


parsonage and passed the last years of 
his long, industrious and useful life in 


well earned rest and freedom from care. 
Be enjoyed the qniet and serene life of 
the paraoBage, abent which he was wont 
to busy himself with the care of flowers 
and other light and congenial talks. He 
was a man of quiet and dignified bearing;, 
with a faee serious yet kindly, and his 
personality was on* that would attract 
more than casual notice. As be walked 
the city streets with his stout cane or 
sauntered about the parochial premises 
he was the embodiment of contented and 
happy old age. 
He was the companion 


and friend of all connected with the par- 
sonage, his unfailing good cheer and 
geniality causing him to be jokiugly 
classed as one of its youngest men. He 
was a man of staunch faith and determined 
character united with a tender heart, a 
model of Christian virtne, beloved by all 
who knew him, both priests and people. 
He lived a pure and upright life which was 
to all .an example well worthy of emula- 
tion, and his death was that of the 
righteous. 
His memory will

green in the hearts of all by whom he 
was known hero and elsewhere.
